Immediately after the nceldent, and before the
extont of the disnster oonld asvertained, the
cars caught fire either {rom the eongine or the
oil used for llnminating purposes, and burned
rapidly.

Those who escaped from lujury succeeded in
dragping out the disabled, and, ns far as known,
thore who were Killed. Among the latter are
Eugene Riley, the engineer; the fireman, whoso
name ie not known, and a New Orleans votton
merehant named Hogh MeCall,

About one hundred peraons were wounded,
the following serionsly:—Mr., Fountaine, wife,
three children, and gervant, of Memphls; Chas,
Brown, baggage master; Walter Wilcox, of
Clarksville; Mr. Stowe, of Fufaula, Ala.;: Colonel
J. 0. Buckoende, of the Patrio! of this place;
Mr. Dugan, express messenger: and Judge Caul-
king, wife, and two chuldren, of Now Orleans,

Amongst those who are deserving of the
greateel eredit for their herole and humane as-
sistance in earing for the wounded and adminig-

#on of General Albert Pike, Mr. Sanger, and Mr.
Wood, of New Orleans, nnd Captain Lowe, the
conductor of the train. The cars were entirely
consumed,

This is the =econd time within threo yonrs that
this trestle-work has given way, and the officers
of the rond are severely censured for thelr appi-
rent criminal negligence. It s feared that
several of those injured will not recover, They
are all being cared for in the best possible
manner,
